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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's response filed February 13 th 2009 has been entered and made 
of record. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 8, 12, 14, 18 and 22. Claims 4, 1 1 and 15- 
16 have been cancelled. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-14 and 17-22 are now pending. 

3. Applicant's remarks in view of the presented amendments and in view of 
the telephone interview conducted February 12 th 2009 with Applicant's representatives 
Peter J. Gordon, Reg. No. 35,164 and Oliver Strimple, Reg. No. 56,451 have been fully 
considered. Applicant's remarks are found to be persuasive. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-14 
and 17-22 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-14 and 17-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to independent claims 1 and 8, Applicant's remarks in view of the 
cited art to Sasaki are found to be persuasive. Sasaki does not explicitly disclose the 
claimed feature of "processing at least one of the two input images to generate an 
output image that includes a motion-based effect, wherein the processing uses the 
computed estimate of motion of the desired characteristic." No other found prior art 
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teaches or fairly suggests the combination of claimed features as now specifically 
recited.
